Johnson Off 
For Honolulu 


President Leaves Texas Ranch, 
Will Talk With Park Wednesday 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — Presi- 


dent Johnson ended a relaxed 
Easter weekend at his ranch and 
headed today for Honolulu for 
talks with South Korea's presi- 
dent and with U.S. 
military 


chiefs in the Pacific area. 


The plane bearing the presi- 


dential party left Bergstrom Air 
Force Base at 9:22 a.m. (CST) 
for the flight of about eight 
hours to Hawaii. 


A last-minute addition to the 


party was Cyrus R. Vance, a 
former deputy secretary of de- 
fense on whom Johnson fre- 
quently calls for special assign- 
ments.

Sougbt Reassurance 


It was Vance whom Johnson

The 
United States regards the extra 
division as vitally needed. 


Should Park cancel the plan

The battle for Hill 881 North, 


five miles from the Khe Sanh 
combat base, was one of several 
sharp fights over Easter. AP 
correspondent John Lengel re- 
ported from Marine headquar- 
ters at Da Nang that 108 North 
Vietnamese were killed on 881 
North—most of them by artil- 
lery and air strikes that preced- 
ed the Marine assault.

The U.S. Command is prepar- 


ing to replace American troops 
along the demilitarized zone 
with South Vietnames forces, 
an American source said today. 
It was considered possible that 
South Vietnamese troops will 
take over defense of the Marine 
outpost of Con Thien and of Khe 
Sanh, now defended by a battal- 
ion of air cavalrymen. 


"The plan to give the 1st 


South Vietnamese Army Divi- 
sion a bigger slice of the DMZ is 
still in the mill," the source 
said. 


It was reliably learned that 


the move will be carried out as 
soon as the South Vietnamese 
1st Division has completed refit- 


ting and retraining. The division 
suffered heavy casualties dur- 
ing the enemy's lunar new year 
offensive. 


The 1st Division, about 12,000 


men, is equipped with the mod- 
ern, rapid-firing M16 rifle, the 
standard weapon of American 
infantrymen.

Olson Also

MADISON — Gov. Warren P. 


Knowles, 59, today declared his 
intention to join that select list 
of Wisconsin chief executives 
who have served three terms as 
head of the state government. 


The Republican governor an- 


nounced his candidacy for the 
Republican nomination at a 
crowded news conference in the 
state Capitol. 


"The temptation is great to 


look only at the successes of the 
past and to turn the problems of 
the future over to other hands," 
said Knowles, who has kept both 
political parties off balance for 
the p a s t four months by 
delaying his announcement. 


"But, u n d e r the circum- 


stances, I do not feel that I 
should retire if I can provide 
the kind of leadership the state 
will require. 


"I am willing to undertake 


the task," said Knowles, who 
first won the governorship in 
1964 in the face of a Democratic 
national landslide. 


Olson Also to Run

ance, Lt. Gov. Jack B. Olson 
also announced he would be a 
candidate for re-election. 


Olson, who reportedly had 


desires to run for governor if 
Knowles had decided to retire 
or run for the U.S. Senate seat 
said he had encouraged Knowles 
to run for re-election. The 
Knowles' programs need the 
governor's leadership to be car- 
ried through to completion, Ol- 
son said. 


Knowles' renomination, back- 


ed by the endorsement of the 
Republican state convention to 
be held here next month, is 
generally taken for granted. His 
likely Democratic opponent will 
be Atty.

The Two-Price Gold System 


The world monetary system is now 


operating on what is called a two-price gold 
system. After the successive runs on the 
British pound and the American dollar, 
leading Western nations decided that they 
would discontinue supporting the price of 
gold in the free market at $35 an ounce, 
thus freeing the price to move up or down 
according to the demands of speculators. 
But the nations also agreed to continue 
exchanging gold at the fixed price between 
their central banks. 


It was a stopgap arrangement to halt 


the gold drain from the United States, with 
the reserves at Fort Knox down to their 
lowest levels in years. But the success of 
the arrangement depends entirely upon the 
willingness of the central banks of other 
western countries to hold dollars rather 
than exchange them for gold. 


It is obvious then that the confidence in 


which the U.S. dollar is held abroad is vital 
to the continuation of this system. 


The two current elements in the fiscal 


situation of the United States which can 
undermine that confidence is our con- 
tinued 
inflation, 
and our 
unfavorable 


balance of payments in international trade.

It is a question which 
every voter and taxpayer should ask of 
candidates for policy-making positions in 
the federal government.

Americans at times may be heard 


boasting about the superiority of our 
culture compared with that of Communist 
countries. Yet there are cases occurring 
with a disturbing frequency which seem to 
indicate that such boasting often may be 
empty. 


Another instance of man's inhumanity 


to man happened last month in Toronto, 
where an early morning house fire killed a 
mother and six children while the father, 
burned and naked, stood outside on the 
street screaming for help from motorists 
who would not stop. Police said at least six 
cars passed the father as he pleaded for 
assistance. 


Such cases point out the fact that our 


laws do not hold a passerby responsible 
before the court to lend assistance in such 
cases. The law's amorality undoubtedly is 
one reason which might be cited by the 
citizens who impassively have witnessed 
murders or refused 
to help seriously 


injured persons in recent years. Another is 


the prevalence of malpractice suits, as suit- 
happy "victims" and their attorneys have 
made the practice of helping one's fellow 
man a dangerous and often risky business. 


It must be admitted that there probably 


are a greater number of cases where 
passersby take the role of the Good 
Samaritan and never make the news. But it 
remains disturbing that our society is 
developing, 
at least in many of its 


members, the self-centeredness which refus- 
es to help one's fellowman. If the persons 
who refuse to help follow the national 
averages, and there is every reason to 
believe they do, about two out of three 
claim church membership. One wonders 
how much the faith they hear proclaimed 
on Sunday is really "heard" in the way that 
the Old Testament talks about it, for when 
a believer "hearkened unto the voice of the 
Lord" in that era. it meant he obeyed the 
Almighty. And the New Testament adds, 
"Blessed is he that hears the Word of God 
and keeps it."

Child, Adult Worlds 
Need to be Separate

If the 
community provides, say, a 
"teen center" with games and 
sports and dancing, the center 
soon loses popularity because 
it beromes too "goody-goody. ' 
Teen-agers don't want to go to 
a place their parents control 
and approve of. 


The little town we spend our 


summers in is a perfect ex- 
ample. A teen-age dance once 
a week in the 
town hall 


quickly 
fell 
out 
of 
favor, 


because it was supervised by 
the parents and because the 
"little kids" kept sneaking in 
and turning it into a teeny- 
bopper place where no self- 
respecting 17-year-old would 
be caught dead. 


Recently. I spent a few days 


in a wealthy suburb near 
Detroit, where the same thing 
had happened. An expensive 
and elaborate Teen Center had 
been virtually deserted by the 
teens after operating only a 
few months. As one candid 
youngster put it: "Who wants 
to go where our parents want 
us to go?" 


T h i s is u nderslandable 


enough. Adolescents have a 
need for privacy, for autono- 
my, for at least the feeling 
they are not continually under 


the beady eye of some disap- 
proving adult. They want to be 
with their own peer-group, for 
entertainment, not supervised 
by_ walking corpses over 30 or 
ha'rassed by giggling children 
younger than themselves. 


In the less urbanized society 


of the past, such privacy was 
more possible, even though the 
moral code was more strin- 
gent. Out-of-the-way p l a c e s 
were safer than they 
are 


today, and there were many 
more of them handily avail- 
able. Tom Sawyer and Huck 
Finn, even in their Puritan 
environment, found a lot more 
freedom and innocent devil- 
ment 
than the 
constricted 


youths of a comparable age 
today. 


There used to be a child's 


world and an adult's world, 
which proceeded along parallel 
paths and rarely crossed. To- 
day, we are aware that the 
child's world has heavily im- 
pinged on the adult's world, 
but it is harder to see that the 
opposite is just as true — 
there is much more interfer- 
ence a n d organization by 
adults in the child's world.
